British Prime Minister, 
With Harry Hopkins, May 
Have Crossed Atlantic 

By UNITED PRESS 


A cryptic statement in the House 
of Commons indicated today that 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
may be flying to the United States 
to confer with President Roosevelt. 

It was beileved possible Churchill 
may have already reached this side 
of the Atlantic. There was no of- 
ficia] statement on  Churchill’s 
whereabouts or plans. 


Mr. Roosevelt is now cruising off 
the northeast coast aboard the Pre- 
sidential Yacht, Potomac. Unusua! 
secrecy surrounded the President’s 
cruise. No reporters were allowed to 
accompany him and the White 
House requested that the President 
be allowed complete freedom and se- 
crecy on his week’s cruise. 

The possibility of a Churchill trip 
to the United States was raised by 
a statement in the House of Com- 
mons by Maj. Clement Attlee, labor 
party spokesman, member of the 
British war cabinet and the Prime 
Minister’s deputy in the House of 
Commons. 

Attlee told Commons that Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill “will 
not find it convenient” to attend the 
forthcoming debate on progress of 
the war. 

Only a matter of highest import 
would cause Churchill to absent 
himself from the House on such an 
occasion. The exact time of the de- 
bate has not been revealed. 

The announcement by Attlee fol- 
lowed a hint by the London Daily

Placerville Party Figures 
In Tragic Accident Near 
Carson City On Sunday 


A coroner’s inquest at Carson City 
Monday evening exonerated Marion 


Holman, of Placerville, of any blame , 


for the death of Floyd Sipple, 21, 
killed Sunday when Holman’s car 
was wrecked on the Clear Creek 
near Carson City. 

Sipple was riding with Holman 


; Bathurst. Sipple and Eddy were on 
furlough from Army Air Corps du- 
ties at Hamilton Field. 

According to Duncan Bathurst, 
the coroner’s inquiry brought out 
the testimony of Reno witnesses 
who said they had been following 
Holman’s car for five miles, that 
Holman’s speed never exceeded 28 
miles an hour, and that the place 
at which the accident took place 
was one of two places on a twelve- 
mile stretch of road where there 
was 1,000-foot of unobstructed view 
of the road, for passing. 

As Holman passed a car headed 
in the same direction, two wheels 
of the car hit the sandy shoulder 
and the car went out of control, 
turning over three times on the 
highway before plunging off the 
grade. : 

Sipple, evidently, was either 
i; thrown from the car or jumped. 
| His body was found on the high- 
way near where the car first went 
‘out of control. The other three stay- 
ed in the car and none was badly 
hurt except possibly Eddy. 

He had a bad scalp laceration 
and Army Air Corps officers who 
flew to the scene took him to Ham-

Senate Finance Chairman

WASHINGTON, (W?)—The United 
States became an economic ally of 
the Soviet Union today as the ad- 
‘ministration pledged all war-aid 
practicable to bolster the Red army 
defense against Nazi ‘armed aggres- ; 
sion.” 

This government formally declar- 
ed its intention to encourage re- 
sistance to Germany’s “predatory 
attack” in an exchange of notes be- 
tween Acting Secretary of State 
Sumner Welles and Soviet Ambas- 
sador Constantine Oumansky. 

The notes, dated Aug. 2, were dis- 
closed last night in connection with 
renewal of a U. S.-Soviet trade 
agreement, first negotiated in 1937 
and due to expire tomorrow. 

They were expected to form uhe 
|pasis for American “short of war” 
| measures in support of the Soviet 
\ Union which will be developed soon

Effective San 


Locator Required To 
Record Notice Within 
90 Days After Posting 


SACRAMENTO, (lp) — Walter W. 
Bradley, state mineralogist, today 
called attention to the passage of 
SB945. at the 1941 session of the 
legislature relating to mining claims, 
tunnel locations and mill sites, re- 
cording of notice of location, mark- 
ing of boundaries an dperformance 
of discovery work. 

The bill signed by the governor 
becomes effective September 13, 

The new law, which is chapter 
644 of the statutes of 1941, reads as 
follows: 

“Within ninety days after the 
posting of his notice of location up- 
yn a lode mining claim, placer 
claim, tunnel right or location, or 
mill site claim or location, the lo- 
eator shall record a true copy of the 
notice together with a statement of 
the markings of the boundaries as 
required in this chapter, and of 
the performance of the required 
discovery work, in the office of the 
county recorder of the county in 
which such claim is situated. The 


county recorder shall receive a fee 


of one dollar ($1) for this service.”

New Trade Agreement Has 
Little Commercial Import 
But Implies Anti-Nazi Aid 


! WASHINGTON, (iP) — Chairman 
| Walter F. George, D., Ga., of the 
| senate finance committee, predicted 
|today that the tax bill will be re- 
stored to its original $3,529,000,000 
‘goal through approval of lower ex- 
emptions and higher rates on in- 
dividual incomes. 

The house passed the bill yester- 
,day after reducing its total to $3,206,- 
200,000 by eliminating the contro- 
versial joint husband and wife in- 
come return provision proposed by 
the ways and means committee.

As passed iy the house, the bill 
provided surtaxes starting at five 
per cent on the first taxable dollar, 
and exemptions of $800 for single 
persons, $2000 tor married couples 
and $400 for each child. 


George did say, however, that he 
felt the four per cent normal in- 
come tax rate should be reduced for 
the new taxpayers who would be 
reached by lowering the exemp- 
tions. 


He did not believe his committee 
would attempt to restore the man- 
datory joint return. It had been es- 
timated that this provision. would 
yield $323,000,000 annually, by com- 
pelling husbands and wives to re- 
port their combined income in a 
single return which might come un- 
der much higher surtax brackets 
than if they had filed individual 
returns. 

The bill makes permanent the 10 
per cent defense tax which all in- 
dividuals and corporations now' pay, 
in addition to their regular income 
\ taxes. Excise taxes enacted in 1933 
also are made permanent and last 
year’s excises are extended until 
1945. 


A long list of new and increased 
pelussaee taxes contained in the bill 
' will make the weight of the defense 
| program felt in most everyday pur- 

chases.

Taxes Sought

new excise taxes. 


Other defense dollars will come 
from those who buy new furs or 
jewelry, including watches or clocks, 
because these articles will be taxed 
at 10 per cent of their retail price 
instead of the manufacturers price. 


Matches will be taxed at the rate 
of two cents a thousand; liquor and 
wines will cost more because of 
higher taxes. 


Gasoline, tobacco and beer escap- 
ed new imposts for the present, but 
a new defense tax bill is now in the 
making for consideration next Jan- 
uary. Chairman Robert L. Dough- 
ton, D. N. C., of the ways and 
means committee suggested recent- 
ly that this bill might contain a 
general federal sales tax. 

Corporations will pay $1,322,900,000 
in new income surtaxes and excess 
profits taxes under the bill. They 
may pay $300,000,000 more in excess 
profits taxes if the administration 
succeeds in forcing abandonment of 
the average earnings method of 
computing excess profits. 

The excess profits rates were 
raised 10 percentage points in each 
bracket to a range of 35 to 60 per 
cent. 

In order to reach a larger por- 
tion of a corporation’s earnings, the 
bill requires excess profits to be 
computed before the 24 per cent 
normal] corporation tax is paid. 

A special excess profits tax, de- 
vised to forestall war profiteering, 
imposes a 10 per cent levy on the 
difference between a firm’s average 


earnings in the base period and in| 


the taxable year. 

This provision reaches firms which 
don’t make eight per cent of their 
investment but which still make 
greater profits than before the de- 
fense spending was begun. 

Finally, corporations will be re- 
quired to pay a five per cent sur- 
tax on income under $25,000 and six 
per cent on all above that. This 
would reach income which many 
corporations draw from govern- 
ment securities.

ihe Navy has always been able 
to train its ship and shore person- 
nel to meet any emergency. but un- 
lil this time, with the exception of 
the previous normal of Navy yard 
apprentices, the training of civilian 
peisonnel has never been consid- 
ered seriously. 

The Navy has always believed the 
responsibility of civilian training 
rested with the school system and 
private industry. Unfortunately, the 
combined efforts of both’ have fail- 
ed to a large extent to meet the de- 


| the Navy must now undertake the 
basic task with a proportionate ex- 
| pansion of its own schoo] system. 

As for the schools and univers- 
ities, their failure to stress manual 
skill has been pointed out. Despite 
the great advances in engineering in 
the past 50 years, our schools have 
failed to keep abreast of the needs 
of both private and governmental 
industry. Only in recent years have 
certain industries sought to allevi- 
ate such conditions and even yet 
there has been no general program 
by industry as a whole. 

Labor unions too have neglected 
their responsibility because of their 
policy of holding down the ratio of 
apprentices to journeymen to a 
point where an adequate supply of 
trained mechanics was unavailable 
in an emergency. Such an emer- 
gency exists in the present crisis. 

The Navy Department recognized 
these facts 18 monthe ago when 
confronted with the full burden of 
engineering and construction. jAll 
Navy Yards were authorized to 
place into immediate effect a sys- 
tem of training so extensive as to 
insure sufficient skilled mechanics 
to meet the demands of the nation’s 
shipbuilding and ship repair pro- 
grams. In addition, all private ship- 
building plants have been impressed 
with the need for immediate train- 
ing programs for civilian personnel

Where are they to come 
from? 

The Navy believes the one salva- 
tion, the one possibility, the -one 
hope is—Industrial Education. Such 
schools as those at Mare Island and 
iher shipbuilding plants are the 
oackbone of this belated attempt to 
1ill the needs of the program. 

The Navy knows that the ap- 
prentice of today is the key man of 
tomorrow in this line behind the 
lirst line of defense.
